en the Gꝛecian Ponarchy flonriſhed with maſt . 
VIS/JE glory, triumphing over the greateſt part of 
Chꝛiſtendome, as ts tecoꝛded in the large ans 
nuall Regiffers of Friſtone (Surnamed the 
Wiſe) pzeſervers of the never dying, and e ver 
memoꝛable aas ot the wozthies ot his time : 
There then ſolely ſwayed the ane imperious Crown and Step⸗ 
ter, an Emperoz named Don Bellaneo, who thzough' bis rare 
vertues, gentle affability, gallant conditions, ropall and hercick 
dee dg, his admirable regard, and moſt great tare in the admint⸗ 
ſtration of equal juſtice to his ſubjects, not taking the ones right 
to make the other rich, was of them ſo highly admired and reve- 
rented that the ſuperfinity ot woꝛds in revealing it, would im⸗ 
pd veriſh rather then inrich the perpetuity of his never dying glo⸗ 
ry: this Empetoꝛ was altogether in his youth inclined a inlamed 
With acfire of haughty attempts, the corquering of fozratn nations 
Kingdoms,andDienio2ies, wherein he never teſted, tontinually be 
taking himſelf;xlad in abiliments of militarp arms, in field againſt᷑. 
bis foes manifeſting his incredible valoz, and his well Knit ſi⸗ 
newe, which nothing viſagreed from the greatncfle of his mind.

The kamſliar uſante of his nobles and viſſals was ſuch; that they 
might be rather tearmed hes compantfons, and feltowes-then ſub⸗ 
jets, Me always would hazard his perſon in greateſt and moſt 


diſktcult dangers offer 1 accounting that honoꝛ to be ſupzea- 
metf, which Wag abraſne d most topl and perl, art igen 
it better that rangers ſhould blaze abzoad the greatneſs of his 
miittary fo2tune, and magnanimity of war, then the commend⸗ 
ing of his Souldiers deeds, inſomuch that their chicfeft acts in the 
pertlous battels, was to guard their Lo2zd : foz ſo great was his 
couragious heart not fearing mighty and puiCant Stants,no2 the 
ffrenth of avmired Knights, but as pzetending all honoꝛ to him- 
ſelk, and eſt&eming it but little, would as it were headlong run, 
where he found molt dangers, that ſometimes his whole camp 
might hardly defend him from the fury of contrarious ſquadzons, 
where his herofck thought could not harboz the leaſt ſign of pale 
trembling fear: in which kind of life he mo2e joyed, then it he 
lived among all the delicious and delighting pleaſures, that any 
Ponarches could enjoy in greateſt plenty, Whereby his all⸗ 
wondering fame was ſo vulgard, thꝛoughout the far remoted Na- 
tions ot the fpacious Oꝛbe, which they accounted as a blazing 
comet, pꝛeſaging the fatare ruine, that his bare nume cauſed in 
them kuch agues of timerous fear, as doth the furfous Thunder 
(renting the darkned welkin, with mighty ſhowers of Earth 

dzowning waters) in the heartice multitude of ruſtick countrep 
twalns, by which he became ſo odious fo all his enemies, that 
they would often give-thetr own blod as a reward foz dis death, 
koze⸗judging his lite til be their utter defolation. But having 
confamed the greateſt part of his youth in hoſtile armes, by coun⸗ 
ſet}, and impoꝛtunity of his NÞvility and ſabjecs, being okten 
urged thereto -( though acainf# his will) he returned with 
wzeaths of tmmoꝛtalt triumph, to the Famous and ever głoꝛi- 
dus City of Conſtantinople, from whence were diſpatched in 
his hehilfe, to demand in marriage the Pꝛinceſte Clarinda, 
Wauchtcr ro Toiotan, King of Heſperis fo whom in Embaſſy 
were ſent perkonages ſufficient to make known his high magni⸗ 
ficence, among whom went as chiefe of the King of Hungaria, 
(couſin to the Emperoꝛ) and the Pꝛince of Macedon, with many

GmbaCage thit ever went to any Potentate. This underſto 

by the: Jborian Ring, he in perſon came to met them, muſing 
at the ludden comming of fuch Kates to ſ@k him from: fo-far 
Countreys: who being feen ot them, with great conrtefie that 
aboudddey in them, alighting:, doing him that duty that might 
appertain to fach a King, who porc etving it, with the like ſo⸗ 
lemaity entertained them , where over-paſting their greetings, 
they remounted on hoꝛſe⸗ back, and by the way bziefly diſcour- 
ſed of many things untill they arrived. at the famous City of 
Hiſpalis, where they were received again with many very ſump⸗ 
tuous ſhews , pꝛepared only fo2 that purpoſe , to exp2eſſe the 
greatneſs of his ſtate : and appꝛoaching the ropatl Pallacs of HiG 
palis, they alighted , the King Toloian leading ia ane hand the 
King of Hungary, æ Macedon in the other hand, entred the groat 
Mall, where the Nuzn and the P2inceffe Clarinda with divers 
Pers, expeced their arrival, ans moſt mazeſticallp received 
them ane w, and the King of Hungaria knie len to the Nucen, de- 
ſiriag ts kiſs her hand; but ſhe rettaining it, tak him up in her 
urmea, embzacing and houonring him ag wozthily as the dignity 

of his eſtate meritted, doing the like unto the Pacedontan ꝛinte 
and other notes that allo pꝛoſtrated ves befoze the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceis, who ontertained them with fuch gallant grace, that they 
gzeatly admited at her rate beauty, an fingular perfections , 
thinking th2mſelves happy, to have ſo ahſolute a Lady: for their 
E:npreſs; No-foner! ended their ſatutations but the tales being 
latd, they ſats downr, and were uſed according totheir maguiii⸗ 
conce: atter ward thep had appaintea them large and rich lodgingss 
by his Majeſtiss command retaining in the pallace ( the moꝛe to 
hanour them the t wo Kings. The next mo2ning were fummon⸗ 
ed the chief Loꝛds to Parliament, anvtheir pꝛeſent avaience to 
the Kingly EnibaCavours, who. being thither ſent fo2 ts their @e- 
nate houſe, deltbered from their Ko any Emperour;thetr Em. 
ballep: fo which the Spaniſh king reſted highly contented; and - 
replied he was fully deter minen to accorꝭ with the Emperours 

requeit therewith remaining highly ſatistted, and ſo they might 

pzepare themſelves, foz in ten days ſhe ans they ſhould v p 

en ot all necefaries;:! whereat they greatip rejoycrn,:ſ\a:did the 
Queen and Pꝛincets with that 3 having befoze heat . |

the Emperours rare and abſolute conditions. At lenght all things 
oꝛdered, they departed leaving the Court in great ſolitude, though 
the Pyinceſſes abſence, who with her trata, continued their daily 
journeys, till they came to Conſtancinople, where thep were wel. 
comed and the nuptials ſolemnized with mo magnificerſ tri⸗ 
umphs Fto2neps + and all manner of paſtimes accoꝛding to the 


greatneſs of ſuch eſtates. 
CHAP. II. 


The Birth of Don Bellienis of Greece, and of a ſtrange adventure 
did befall him on hunting, by which he parted from the 
Emperour his father. 
N Ow the Þiſtozy doth recozd, that in p2oceſsof time the 
Empertotr. Don Bellaneo had of the Empꝛeſs Clarinda 
th:e& ſons , the cld:ſt called Don Bellianis of Greece, that tnhe- 
rited the ©mptre-after his fathers death: the ſecony Don Cla- 
rineo of Spain: the third, Don Lucidamore of Theſſaly, who not 
only in valour and military diſcipline, equalled their father, but 
extelled all other of their time, in all gallant and woꝛthy herop- 
call exerciſes;taſomuch that all men had them in high admiration 
eſpecially the pzince Don Bellianis, that was educated as his rop- 
A i ſtate mertted, and the heir of ſuch an Empire required, unttll 
he came to the age of cetght pears; in which no Donzell in the 
Court(thongh he doubled his years)could excllhim(there being 
very many)chiefly the Pꝛinte of Mac edons ſon, by dame Don Bri- 
anell: another of the King of Hungary, called Don Arfileo the 
ſtrong thꝛough his exceſſive ſtrength:toꝛ being knichtep,he would 
often between his arms ſmother puiſſantknights.ſothatnext the 
Paince be was attounted chieteſt. In which time they were 
inſtrumted and taught thoſe things as fitted ſuch Yꝛintes, wherein 
they ſs well p2ofitted . but eſpectaily the Pꝛince Don Bellianis, 
wh much applted himſelf to muſick , that in thefe dapes none 
firpaſſed bim: that the E mperour ſẽ ing him ſo much given unto 
it was not flack in pꝛoviding koꝛ him the excellenteft tutozs tha 
might be found: to whom, and tbole he had the Pꝛince highly re⸗ 
warded. In which woꝛthy exerciſe he buſted himſelf till he perfec- 
ed the age of twelve years , with ſuch fo2wardneſs, that every 
due amtes him;aCarevly:tmagining that in the compaſs of the 
whole earth was not a moz8 excellent and rare ſpirit. 
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At this time he was taught the ſcience of arms, in which he 
ſhewed himſelf fo expert, as it were a thing he ſhouls the inberi⸗ 
tancs poſſeſs, that he ſemed to need no teacher. In this exerciſe 
he ſpent two pears. About which time the Smperour being deſt⸗ 
rous to hu:it iu a ſpacious Fozreft, thzee miles diſtant from the 
City, and being pꝛovided ot all neceCartes, he departed to it with 
the Empꝛels, end his ſon Don Bellianis, leaving bis two y2cth2en 
in Court, that they deſired not to go with them, but there accome 
panied them Don Brianell, and the Pztnce Ariileo , with many 
Knights and Lo2ds of high eſteem with ſo great and ropall train, 
as they were going to pitch battell, The Pziiice Don Belliauis, 
did lead by the reins the Empreſs his mothers Palfrey , and the 
Emperoz went coriſozted with the Pꝛince Arſileo, and Don Bria⸗ 
nell, of whom he rcfted greatly ſatisſied. 

In this equi page, within a while they arrived at the place where 
ſtraight their ſpoꝛt began, that with the noiſe of hands and hozns,. 
they dꝛowned the Eccho ol their own yopces, ' A while after, from 
that fide the Empꝛels ſat, there iſſued fozth a Lion and a Bear, 
with ſo ſwift a courle.that though they would have hidt hemfel ves, 
they could not find any place. The Lion ran ſtraight ap rinſt the 
Pꝛince, who although it ſomewhat ſcared him, did not therefoze 
fear him, but with an undaunted heart ſet himſelf befo2e him, with 
bis lwoꝛd in hand which at his ſive he woze. but the Lion joyned 
with him ſo ſuddenly, that he wounded him ſo2ely in the foꝛehead, 
and griping him between his arms, thzuft one of his pawes into 
his ficſh, making a deep wound: but the Prince not dismaped 
thereat not lofing his couragious mind, ga ve ſuch a thꝛuſt from 
his arms downwards, right to his heart, that the Lion through 
extream pain left him. Then loking towards the Empreſs, ſaw 
that the Wear, with diveltſh fury, having overthzown the Prince 
his coufin, againſt which bis great ſtrength nothing pꝛevailed, 
dzaged him over the mountain tops, which he ſecing, although 
grievouſly wounded, and the Lion not ſtirring, ſtraight took his 
hozſe, and with all ſpeed followed the way the Bear had taken, 
not refpecting the many Knights that went in his reſcue, noz ths 
Empzeſs out-cries foꝛbidding his ent erpꝛize, fearing he ſhould 
faint thzough the much bloud he had loft by his wounds, but coun⸗ 
terpoiſing all theſe things with 7 great love he bare his *

Kaped not, but in all halt thꝛuſt Himſelf into thoſe great and 
thicke Gꝛoves, through which he left great quantity of his hond. 
that it was no little grief unto him, being on kot; kes the way 
was ſo thick and naught, that it was impoſſibie for him to ride 
therein. fo2 elſe the running of his Hoꝛle would Have put Him fn 
extream danger. But continuing his way thzouch that fearkull 
Gꝛove, following the noile of a lamentable and pitifnll cry which 
he hearz- and being unable to pals further thzouoh weary kaint- 
neſs, ſet him down, and ſteino-how much blond he hay loſt by His 
wounds and the danger which he knew his loving-Confin to be 
in, put him into a melancholly ſozrow, |, 
But long was he not fo, by reaſon of a great noiſe, that ſudden⸗ 
ly aroſe ont of the thicket thereby, whereat he faintly began to 
riſe, Andiooking what mightbe the cauſe thereof, ſaw the moſt 
hoꝛrihle and fearful bear, haſting to the place where he was: but 
he ſetting himſelf befoze himco hinder his further hurting his 
CTonſrn, the Bear eſpying him, fartoully ran to aſſault him but by 
the Lyons experience he caft himſelf aſide, and ſo let him paſſe 
with his Divelliſh fury, and turning about to ſtzihe him, percci⸗ 
ved the Bear to runne into a Cave that was at the foot of a ſtep 
Mountaine there adjopning: 'whereat very joyfull at ſuch a mil⸗ 
chance, went to his couſin, who amazed at what he had ſeen, was 
likewiſe coming to him, and with great love embracing him, and 
lee ing his wounds bleed very faſt ſaid: without doubt, (god ceu- 
fin) you are ſoze wounded u herekoze J pꝛay vou, reſt here, whtle 
J ſek ont c ur company, and ſee pour wounds dꝛelled. J am not 
at this pꝛeſent (replyed Don Bellianis) in ſuch neteſſitp, but map 
accompany pou, yet would J gladly know what ſtrange ad venture 
is in vou hollow Cave. Fo2 as God ſhall help me, we hither are 
not come without ſome ſpecial ſecret, It behoves you not now 
(ſaid Arſileo) foꝛ your wounds will not ſuffer pou, to know the 
end of this trance adventure. Foz in the lingring of pour cure, 
you may endanger pour ſelf greatly. Never may it be ſaid (re⸗ 
plyed Don Bellianis) that I hence part + not know it. Whereupon 
hand in hand, they went till they came to the cave, whoſe obſcure 
darkenels was able to daunt the ſkouteſt heart, But thoſe haughty 
Princes arrived there fearleſs of any thing, and had ſcarce en⸗ 
tred the ſame ten paces, but Don Arſileo unable to pals _— 
as 
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was (maugre his ſtrength) thruſt:fozth: and though be aTCayen 
to re-enter, pet could he not, but was with greater force ſtill res 
bated back which extreamip grie ved him, ſeiug he cauld not-enter 
to help his ccuũn. Mean white, he heard within a rumour of 
great blowes as if many Knights were in fight together. Foz 
after the Pꝛince parted from his touſtn he wentfo2wards though 
the cave, beating his head avainf the walls on every fide, till he 
had paſſed that great darkneſte th it he found himſelf in a Mall, 
where he ſaw a huge piller, with certain Arabian letters, which 
he going to read by a light that pꝛoc ded from a wiudowẽ thereby, 
was koꝛbidden it by a moſt detozmed Giant, that ſe ing bimſel| 
befo2e (having in his hand bound with a mighty chain the mon- 
ſtrous Bear, cauſer of his coming thither) with a terrible eccho- 
ing ſound of his ho* rle voice, thus ſpake. ; 

Thau art not permitted (poꝛ captive donzell) to read the Kct- 
ters of the bzazen Piller, koz J will hinder the thereof, being 
here placed fo2 the ſame purpoſe, until the Wꝛophecte be filfftien 
which ir contatneth, The Pꝛince reſted greatly amazed to ſe o 
miſhapen a Ponſter, that he/ſuppoſed him ſome internal chadow, 
loner then a moztall ſubſtance, But he with a never daunted 
mind, made this reply, J may not enter battell with the (thou 
fearfull Leaſt) having not pet received the ozder of Unighthood, 
which it J had, altbouch thou ſhouldeſt never ſo much gaitnſay it, 
pet J would not go hence until ſuch time as J had read them. 

No reaſon ſhall ferve the (replied the Giant) to kep thee 
from death by my hands, fo2 here was I ſct fo2 that purpoſe” to 
welcome him with tt. that ſhould p2eſume to enter this mp koꝛ⸗ 
bidden habitation, And ſo ending his ſpeech, he let late the ku⸗ 
rious Bear, which with his derilliſh paws ran againſt the Prince, 
and the Giant laytiag hand to a great ſmiter hanging at his ſide, 
did the like and being nigh him, reached him a mighty blow on the 
head : but he the t feared mo2e the Giants fmiter, then the Bears 
ſtrength, though big and ugly, got between the Gtants arms, that 
he could not hurt him, making the blow vain, and the ſmiter with 
the lwikt courle it carriad, lighted on the gronndo and flew out of 
his hand. Mean while the Pꝛince ſtrok rhe Giant upon the thigh, 
which no moꝛe hurt him then had it kaln on an Adamant: which 
he perceiving, turned to the bear, pet could no moze wound him 
= then 
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then the Giant, which ve red him to the heart: and fee ing the Gi⸗ 
ant returned upon him, got behind the Piller, whereon the letters 
were, uſing it as a ſhield. But the Giant at this time ſo ſuddenly 
came upon him, that he could ſcarce cect it, who raiſing his ſteet- 
ed miter with both hands, ga ve him ſuch a michty blow on the 
head, that he thought it parted in two, pet it did him no harm, 
ſave that the ftrength thercof fozced him backward two oz thꝛee 
ſteps, At this time the bear tok hold of his arm with his paws, 
that renting his hunting jacket, wounded him ſozely ; but ſecing 
himſelf in lo iminent danger, was once again fozced to take the 
Piller fo2 his defence, wherein he eſpied a ſwozd fired, whoſe 
wo2kmanſhip was ſuch, that the like in no time was ever ſen 
wherein he moꝛe at that time rejopced, then had he ben inveſted 
univerſal L02d of the whole earth, oz made a greater Monarch 
then his Father. And without delay ſtepping to it, verp eaſily and 
lightly dzew it fozth, which he had no ſoner done, but that there 
was heard a moſt hoxible noiſe, as if the diſſolution of the woꝛld 
was then, that unable to ſtand was fain to get hold of the Piller. 
Pet ſcarce was the earth⸗quake paſt, but that defozmed Giant 
P2epared himſelf to ght. which the Pꝛince ſ&ing,and joyful with 
the obtained \ſwo2d, therewith thꝛuſt at his body with the utmoſt 
firength of his arme, that the [wo2zd appeared at his back, that 
ſtraight the Giant fell to the ground, as doth ſome mighty Oak, 
rent with a whirlwind by the rots and loking fo2 the Bear, found 
him alſo dead, as things that had no longer term of life, then the 
laſting of the inchantment, which ended with the dꝛawing of the 
woꝛd from the Piller. And that noiſe being heard of Don Arfi leo, 
that remained at the Caves mouth, tryed if he might again enter 
it, which without any trouble he did; and taking his hunting jaw 
in with him he caſt himſelf reſolutely into it, and come to Don 
Bellianis at the time he ended his Giants like, and was giving 
thanks to God, that he had delivered him from fo great periil and 
danger, and with wondꝛous gladneſte to ſee themtel ves together 
again, ran to embꝛace each other, and Arſileo thus ſaid. You have 
not been long (dear Couſin) though ſo ſozely wounded as you 
were, in fighting this ſo ſtrange and marvellous adventure, to 
pour admirable honour and blazing kame, whereby J do aſuredly. - 


believe, pou will terminate all other with the like , 2 
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that the perpetual recoꝛd of pour fathers gloꝛious name (which 
he in many pears with his great pain obtained) will be, with the 
never dying memoꝛp of pour famous de da, and the eternity of 
your acts in ſhoꝛt time extinguiſhed, and in oblivious varkneſſe o⸗ 
verwhelmed. No not ſo, (god couſin, . replyed, Don Bellianis) 
but let us read theſe letters fixed upon this Piller, which coſt me 
no leſſe blod, then if they contained ſome matter of great impo2- 
tance, which they read to this cect, | 

; A Prophecy,and is fulfilled in the 37 Chapter. 

In the time to come when the fierceneſſe of the couragious Lions 
by the greatneſſe of my skill ſhall be put in greater fear by 
them that in valour had fo great part, the fearful keepers of my 
cave being lain, and the ſword won wherewith the living ſhall 
be loſt, and the dead put in poſſeſſion of the re-obtained, with 
the greateſt ſtrangeneſſe of obtainers, which until that time 
was ever heard of, ſhall be reſtored to their royal bloud, and 
the true poſſeſſours known. | 
Gꝛeatly were the two Pꝛinces amazed hereby, not under ſtand⸗ 

ing thoſe woꝛde, though plainly they were meant by Don Bellia ; 
nis, ſe ing he hid ended the adventure. Gꝛeat is the need (ſaid 

Don Arſileo) you ſeem to have of pꝛeſent care foz your wounds 
which J ſe to be fo deep, that J fear you map fall into ſome nos 
table danger, thzough the great quantity of blod you have loſt. 
Which was true, fo2 though the Pꝛince with the joy of the god 
ſucceſſe, and in beholding his rich @wozd, thought not on his 
great and dangerous wounds, which were ſuch, that if any other 
of lee,and weaker conſtitution, and couragiouſneſſe of mind had 
bad them, could not ſo have luſtained himſelf, 

. But-while they were thus talking krom a moſt ſumptuons

Uery quickly ſhall you know 
it fair Loz2d (ſaith the Pzincefle) but firſt muff your wounds be 
tured, leaſt you incur ſome great danger and after ſhall vou know 
the cauſe of your coming thither, whom Jam, and what ele you 
will, all being done by her will that keeps mo here. Thereupon 
the Pꝛinte was untloathed by thoſe M adies, and one of them v2ef- 
ſed him mot skilfully, having great knowledge in — —

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being laid on aſumptuous bed, they left him to his re ſt, the P2ince 
Arſileo remained in talk with the vamſell, of many things, eſpe⸗ 
cfally with the adventure of that day, greatly admiring that Don 
Bellianis his couſin had atchte ved, being ung of years, Do 
not ſo wonder moſt noble PÞ2tnce(ſatd the Lady )foz in compariſon + 
of that this P2ince ſhall do, this is the leaſt.

taining out-rage : whereat the god ©mperoz'wasſoamazed with 
trouble on all ſives, chieflp at that time, vet as one ſearching fach 
dangers, commanded Don Brianel to bztble his hozſe, while he 
lated on his helm, and caſting his Chteld at his back, mounted on 
his hozſe,mot fitting feot-infirrop, aud taking hislance thut

Empero2) fo2 it would be tmputed to mp everlaſting ſhame, if 
I Gould ſuFer this wꝛong to paſſe unpuniſhed, oꝛ not uſing that 
which my ſkate binds me to. Do diſmotnting; he was difarmed, 

and getting bold of the rope, taking with bim hes ſhield, de cip⸗ 
mes thereby to the Cattle top, as eaſtiy as it᷑ he dad gone up a pair 
of ſtairs, and calling foz his * Don Brinaell began to tye it 
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to the Cod. But it other ile fell out then he tmagined ; foz 
thzongh the Caſtle gailery,he ſaw above ten Knights, purſued by 
two moſt fearful Giants, and then other Kntahts, that laid on 
them great and mighty blowes, which the Gmperour ſœ ing and 
wanting time to arm himfeif, tmbzaced his ſtrong ſhield, and op- 
poſed himlelt᷑ againſt the Giants, calling unto the Knights that 
they ſhould turn and not cowardly fly fo2 fcar. They beiag aſto« 
ntev with their ſhame, ſe ing a Knfght without armoꝛ habe the 
courage to attempt ſuch an enterp2ize, returned againſt the furi⸗ 
ous Gpant, who with fretting pꝛe to lee that one only man ſhould 
reſiſt their fury, ſct upon him with great Battel axes in their 
ſtrone hands. But he whole heart never feared their deeds, with 
an undaunted mind ſtayed fo2 them, and making on loſe his blow 
reteived the other on his ſhield which was ſuch that parted in two, 
tt teu to the ground, h irdly ſaving his hand from following it pet 
was tt a little wounded. Mhereat full of rage he ſtruck one of 
them on the head, that the lwoꝛd being of a god temper and go⸗ 
verned with ſo puiſſant an arm, tit cleft him down to the eyes, 
wherewith be fell with ſuch violence, as when a tower ts over: 
turned by the fury of a ſodain earthquake, hereupon the other o⸗

dyed: yet leaſt he might revive loking ont of a wiudow he called 
to Don Brianel to kill him befoze he roſe. who ſtraight cut off his 
head. By this time the clearnefſe of the moꝛning began to ſhew it 
ſelf; when the Emperour lo king toward the flying Knights per⸗

could ſtrut k ati dim ſuch a blow, Which lighting on his well tems 
pered helm, it teld him almoſt dead to the ground: yet greatly 
pꝛatſing him koꝛ that he had ſeen him do (though he much had en⸗ 
dangered him) would not any otherwiſe hurt him; but going to 
ſuͤttoꝛ the Anights ol the Caſtle, law they had valtantly reſiſted: 
their adverſaries,” and ſo ſæ ing every thing accomplitht to his de⸗ 
ffre, knee led and rendered God great thanks fo2 his deli very from 
ſo great daſſger, being the greateſt he ever had bien in, finding 
himſelf unarmed. But going to riſe, was not able to ſtand on his 
legs, though he greatly Qrived, to da it by reaſon of his wound;

The Tmmperoy much delighted in his pl eaſant ſpœ ch, aud com- 
manded them ta leave him atone to teſt his tired body, which the 
might know who his Maſter was, and his name, aſſuringthem⸗ 
tel ves the whole earths circuit could not afford; bis like fo2 valoz, 
ay what chance had at ſuch time bꝛought him thither.

in this oꝛder remains ten days in the cure of his wounds ; when 
remembzing the taak he had undertook; determining to depart 
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sto any reſulteth greateſt lots. A know that your name ( ſo fear: 
kull among all Gentiles ) being publiſhed in the Þolyan ol Sico- 
-nias court, with the great deſtrudion made of his people by pou, 
and in all Paganiſme moved him by p2omife-to-bind-htmſelf,” to 
give: the one half of his dominions , with the marriace of his 
daughter, by; whoſe valour pour head were 'bzoucht him.

Bet 
would J not for all my ſtate, you ſhould have had ſuch confivence 
in me, ſo to diſcover pour ſelf, that J might (not knowing it) let 
your own ſelf, fe your ſelf tonfounded in your own imaginati⸗ 
ons, But ſe ing it is done here pou ſhall remain in this Caſtle, 
till J further determine ol your being. Pet fo? all this (ſais Don 
Gallaneo) aſſure your perſon, fo2 not far hence is the remainder 
of my power, and eaſily map you incur ſome greater danger, 
though your perſon be ſuch as J have tryed ; pet among them 
are ſo fierce and mighty Gyarts, that will not think much to 
cleave pour body armed in two with one blow. J have thought 
laid the Emperoꝛ what in this caſe ſhall be done: and thereupon 
commanded his ho2ſe and Don Brianels to be ſadled.

ſappzeſſing me, and bzeaking into a ſalt ower of bzinich tears, 
will not give place unto the exact utterance of my wo2ds, pet as 
I may J will do it, J was (moft noble Pzinces) daughter unto 
Pompeiano (not long ſince King of Antioch) and am called Au- 
rora, that being at the Solvane of Babylons Court, accompany⸗ 
ing his daughter the moſt beautiful Florisbella, whoſe perfected 
beauty, amd abſolate vertues, ſo farre ſurpaſſeth all other of her 
time, as doth the Sun all leſſer Stars, To this Court came a 
knight, whole name fo2 a long time was not known, ſaving by 
certain Images in his ſhielv, was called the Knight of the thzee 
Amages, who ſhewer himſelf ſo valiant that no ten knights in the 
whole Court was ſo ſtrong and hardy, as durſt maintain the field 
against him. This knight throughout the Soldans Empire, per⸗ 
foʒmed ſuch de ds et haughty pꝛowels that in generall among all 
men he was accounted a ſecond Mars, and the Soldan did no leſs 
eſte m cf him, al rates having him in his companp, whereby he 
thought himſelf woꝛthy of greater dignities and ſo became amo⸗ 
zous of the divine Florisbella, fo whoſe love a long time he ſuffe- 
red great griet and much ſolitude, not daring ta manifeſt it to a⸗ 
np: at length, ſe ing nothing pꝛe vail to expel the deſire, when one 
day the Soldan, with all his Court was gone one hunting, he re- 
mained alone in the Pallace, and after ſome pleaſant diſcourſes, 
diſcovered unto me the ſecrets of his love, intreating me that in 
his name J would intreate the Pꝛinceſſe to accept bim foz her 
knight, wherewith te finding her ſcif agrieved, auſwered, that 
by no means ſhe would do it, commanding him no moe to ima⸗ 
gine any ſuch madnes, left the Soldan her father ſhould by chance 
hear thereof, which ik he div, it might coſt him little lee then 
his life, But he nothing Weighing this her anfwer, found means 
that the Pꝛinceſſe might know the extream anguiſh of his per- 
plexed heart, inthzalled by her beauty, ſo that A think that ſome 
harm might thereby enſue, declared it to the Solvan, who theres 
upon 
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upon commanded him to depart his Empire, but he not kno 
ing the occaſion, very heavily befoze his departure, told him 
that what he did was againft reaſon, in commarding him to do» 
part his dominions, foz he was a P2ince able to thew him that 
luch as he onght not to be ſo ufev, And departing the Court tos 
wards the ſolvan of Siconia,calted the great Sophi of Perſia, whert 
ſuſpecting J was cauſe of hits exile. began with fire and fwo2d to 
enter the Kingzome mp fathers ter ritozies, in ſuch ſozt waſting 
and ſpoiling them, then laying the King be tok poſſeſſion of the 
whole kingdom, giving it to the knight of the kind2ev, called the 
Pꝛince Don Galaneo, reputed a man of great valoꝛ. In which time 
not knowing of his ſucceis, J went from the Solbang Court, 
home to my kathers and fearing to fall fn their hands, by connſell 
of a wiſe woman called Bellona, entred in a boat with theſe varh- 
ſels pon here ſe, together with the ſaid woman, and bp her direc- 
tion arrived in thiscountrey, and was by her conducfed to thts 
cave, where ſhe bad me remain, koꝛ J ſhould quickly be delivered 
by the Pꝛince of Greece, & his couſin of Hungary, foze⸗telling me 
every thing that hitherto hath happened, and mo2eover he bad me 
gtve you hoꝛſes and armoꝛ, which here ſhe left, wherewith pon 
ſhall be knighted by a ſtrange adventure, but what it was ſhe 
would not tell. Thus have A declared the occaſion of my being 
here; and the fearful bear the wiſe woman here let, was hither to 
bzing the Pꝛince Arſileo as you ſaw, and the mighty Giant which 
pon flew, tematned ke per of the Cave who might not be flaine 
with any weapon, but the ſwoꝛd which pon dꝛew out of the Pil⸗ 
ler that he guarded, fo that (great Lo2d) the remedy of my mil⸗ 
foztune reſteth in pour hands and our departure map be when and 
ſo ſoon as you ſhall think god. am content (anſwered he, won 
dꝛous amazed at the Damſels diſcourſe, but J would willingly 
take with me an hoaſt of men, that you may moꝛe eaſtly recover 
pour kingdome. J attend here no other hope but yours (fafo 
ſhe) and as foz any other,. J was tmoꝛmed we ſhonlynot need. 
Whereat” the Prince (ting that was her will) commanded 
ratet pʒoviũon tobe made fo2 his departure: ſo all thines be⸗ 
ing ready; they mounted on hoꝛſe⸗ back, and the Damſels on their 
Patres accompanted with two anctent knights that carried the 
armaꝝ that the Pꝛinteſte Au — had ſpoken of, which _—_—

ing, tok it fo2th of the caſes, which were as appertained to novel 
knights, The mince Don Bellianis armoꝛ was of colour Orenge⸗ 
tawny, with a fea-wave ſo big, that it ſemed to overwhelme a 
tp there figured, - In his ſhield was poꝛtratted the picture of a 
moſt beautiful Lavy, with a knight knee ling befo2e her, as if he 
craved merey at her hands, from whom ſhe turned her face in an- 
fwer, with an inſcription to this effect, 3 

Let him dye ſor fo departing, 

At our firſt and ſudden meeting: 

Leaving thereby my dear fight dim 

Of his, when I defired to ſee him. 
Which was w2itten in Arabian Letters, that the Pꝛince well 
underffod, The pzince Arſileos were merry, in the miaſt where: 
of was fighting a griffon with a molt terrible dꝛagon, which were 
parted by a Damſel that made peace between them, which when 
they ſaw ſo faire, became deſirous to put them on, and cauſing 
the P2zinceſe and Damſell to ſtay, were armed with them, which 
ſo well fitted them, as if of purpoſe they had been koꝛged fo2 them, 
where with being armed ſet foꝛ wards on their journey and hxving- 
gone not far from the ca be, ſpied befo2ze them a fair Caſtle, which 
till then they had not ſeen, no2 pet when they entred they Cave, 
The Pꝛincels and the Ladies masked themſelves, becauſe the 
heat of the dun was great, and the reſt were diſguiſed, that they 
might not be known, and appzoaching the Caſtle they faw.two 
knights come fo2th thereof, the one in a white armoꝛ like a novet 
knight, the other that was bigger of perſonage, and ſeemed of 
great valour: was clad in the richeſt armour that might be ſeen, 
of an azure colour, with many imperiall crowns. In the middle 
of his ſhield was figured the image of Vars, as the Pagans ule to 
picture him.

As God ſhall help me (ſato Arſileo) if J were knighted, 
JI would pꝛocure to know thole Knights, and why they lead the 
Knight pꝛiſoner. Do not therefo:e trouble pour ſelf (god couſin) 
ſatd Don Bellianis, fo2 eaſtly may it be done, and ſo let it be mp 
charge, of going toʒ ward, they meet a ſquire that came to them, and 
laid. Sir knight, my maſter that is he in the white armoz, deũreth 
vou 
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pou by me, becauſe he received this daꝝ his oꝛder of Knight-hov, 
you would be content to bꝛeak a lance with him, toꝛ you ſe ming no 
lets valiant then tourteous, he deſtreth to try it your de ds do agree 
with pour out ward appearante. Cell him (ſaid Don Bellianis)we 
would willingly accompliſh his deſtre, were we but knighted and 
would gladly receive the oꝛder at the Gretcianmperoꝛs h nds, ſoꝛ 
this x no other cauſe letteth us from fulfliling his mind. And yon 
may alto tell them(faid Arſileo) were it not foz that it ſhould be 
commanded him to yield us acconnt of the night what he ie, and 
why they led him pꝛiſoner. The page returned to his maſter, and 
told him that anſwer. which he reputed to great arrogancy in them 
but ler ing they expected his anſwer, he went to them, and ſome- 
what cholerick he ſatd, Which of you ts the Knight that gave my 
page ſo pꝛoud an anſwer ⸗ You ſhould need to ask tt (ſaid Arfileo) 
were we Knighted, deſerving nothing moze then to ſatisfie your 
requeſt, but lo ing( ſatd the night) vou go to require thit o2der at 
the Emperoꝛ Bellaneo's hands, to ſade you that laboz, J aſfure 
pon he is not at Conſtantinople, no? of him is there any news, 
and therefoze know that ponder knight is ſuch a Pꝛinte, both in 
ofſeſſfons aud valoꝛ, as the Empero2 little ſurpaſſeth him, where- 
that our Combat may be effected, pou may receive the oꝛder 
u ſeek of him. Although tt were to chaſt iſe the maoneſſe that 
poſſeſſcth you (replyed Don Bellianis) we will now receive that 
facred-02der, & calling one of the damſels;ſent her in thier names, 
to the Knight in the agure armour, who going where he was, thus 
ſaid, The Knights pon \:2 with you Ladies (noble Sir) intreat 
you, fœ ing they expected the order of armes at the hands 
of the Emperour of Greece, whom pour compartion, ſaith is 
abſent from Conſtantinople, and they fuppoſing you no leſs noble 
then valtant in outward! ſhew, to grace them with the ſaid oꝛ⸗ 
der, that they might Satisſte paur Companion; with the 
breaking of ſome ta w lances, certifying: vou that without ſcru⸗ 
ple you map doe it (ant wered he) though it were better they re⸗ 
tei ved it by the @mperoz, with thole ceremonious rights as ſuch 
honoz tequireth, but ſeeing they are thus content, it Call be; and 
ſo me ting each other with ſueh kind Greetings;/aud Salutatt⸗ 
ons, as if thep knew the conſaguinity between them, and; the 
Wineces requeſted the nnight again to accompliſh his * 
| they 
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they all aligheed, and he taking their oaths, were knighted, and 
the Pzinceſſe Aurora girded Don Bellianis with bis ſwoꝛd, whil it 
the novell knight did the like to Arfileo: ; which done, they reſted 
ſo content as they wert created the greateſt Loꝛds of the wozld, 
and the knight imbzaring them ſatd. J pꝛay God fair knights, 
that in all things pou may attaine ne leſſe honoz then the ropall 
ſtate of pour deſcent doth require : to whom they rendꝛed great 
thanks koꝛ this his kind denevdiction, and mounted a gain on hozſe- 


back, 

The brave and dangerous fight between the two Princes, and the 
Knights of the Caffe. - f 

Fter the knights were all on hozſeback mounted, he in the 
white armoꝛ inraged with kindled wꝛath of deſired revenge 
againſt Arſileo,  foz the arrogant wo2ds.he had ſent him, that 
With ant mated courage pzocee ding from a valiant heart ſaid to 
him. Sir knight, if with weapons vou dare defend your pzoud 
anſwer ſent me by mp Page, now have you time to do it. Arſi- 
leo hearing this, and being no leffe furious then he ant wered ne⸗ 
vet a woꝛd, but turned his Yole,. and taking ſo much field ag 
would ſuffice fo his carrier, couched his lante againſt his adt 
ſarp, who with no leile fury met him in the middle of his 
incoumtering ſo rigozonfiy, that their jances flew in ſmall pieces, 
and me ting with their bodies the knight of the Caſtle fell down 
over his hozfc trupper: the line happened; to Arſileo, but that he 
fell on his feet, with the ſaddle between his legs, toʒ by the ſtrong 
encounter the girts bzoke; td that both aſtonted at his chance, laid 
hands to their well cutting ſwoꝛds, and joining one to the other 
fruck ſo ſtrong mighty low on their well tempered helms, that 
it cauſed great feat in chetr companies; each doubting the loſſe of 
thetr friend, fog ten wounded. one another with avmirabls 
trenoth. extreamly vangering their fieſh, cutting their armozzbꝛu⸗ 
ling themſel ves, ſpilling their Hod in great abundante, pet the 
kmgbt-of the Caſtie, was wozir wounded by reaſon; ot the good 
armoꝛ Arſileo woze, and nein the valiauteſt knight (next Don 
Bellianis) in thoſe vayegy Wut tis knight of the Caſtle, with 
> dellre he had to '090veortie: hig adverſary, nothing regarded his 
2wherefoze de in the azute armoz being 2 
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ſuch matters, plainly perceived, that if he ga ve not over, he either 
would remain vanquiſhed 62 flain yet knew he not how to rentc- 
dp it, 192 how to foꝛbid it, which made him ſtoꝛme like a K ton, 
le ing no means to pꝛe vent the vanger like to befall his Friend. 
On the other ſide Don Bellianis viewing the cruell Fight, and 
though he ſaw Arſileo moze touragiouſip double his blowes, vet 
greatly feared the event thereof, ſceing with what nimbleneſſe 
the other fought, And conſidering how he might p2event his 
fear, ſtept to the Pzinceſſe Aurora, and craved of her leave to 
pꝛove himſelf with the knight in the azure armoꝛ, that he might 
thereby ald the Pzince Arſileo ff he hould be put to any viſadvan- 
tage. Tbe Pzineeſs though unwilling condiſcended, ſe ing the 
necelttty of the caſe required. Mhereupon he went to the knight 
ta blew, and ſaid, Although valtant ſir, it may ſem viſcourteſie, 
having no occaſion to pzovoke us tofight, vet the neceſſity of our 
companions moves ns unto tt, and urgeth me now to crave the 
bꝛeaking of alance with you, whiles the combate dureth if you 
pleaſe. It doth pleaſe me replped the knight of the castle, with this 
p2omile, that either of ns may help his fellow in his need. The 
pꝛince that nothing elſe wiſhed, was ercedingly content there; 
with, And ſo both tak that part of the fioly that they thought mert 
koꝛ their incounters, ran one againſt the other their lantes couched 
tn their reſts, and met ſo furiouſly that the ſhi ters of their ſpears 
flew up into the air out of ſight, pet moved one another no moꝛe 
then hid they run againſt a tower, which greatly amazed þ knight 
of the Caftle, having hitherto overthzown to the earth all that e⸗ 
ver he jouſted with. And fo with raging fury upon Don Bellianis, 
» alſo maze to ward him, who befoze he could defend himſelf with 
bis ſhield, received ſo ſtrong a blow, that it made him lean his 
head on his hozſes neck leaving ſo aſtonted, that when the Pzin- 
cels ſaw it,ſhe was aftonied with a cold ſweat over all her body, 
and doubling another on him, the Pzincelifted up his ſhield which 
was thzownquite to the ground, but in two, that the fine temper 
where with the wiſe Bellona did forge it, nothing pꝛevatled againſt 
the never conquered arm of that moſt baltant knight, But hereat 
Don Belfinnis feting himſelf fo Handley, ſtrok the knight on his 
. helm, tat he ſuppoled the whole weight of ſome tower has fal- 

len thereon, ano the blow lighted with ſuch mighty ſtrength, that 
| if

it had al moſt thzown him down, pet the ho2ſe by the foꝛce there- 
of, was koꝛced to ſet his knees on the ground, and his helm, with 
his armed head⸗piece under it, were both cut, and the kurious 
fwo2d not reſting there, deſcending downward on the hozſe, that 
all his capariſons made of harveſt ſtcel were cut: the impꝛiſoned 
Knight ſe ing ſo great a blow, cried out and ſaid, J cannot believe 
that valiant Hectors terroz to the Greeks, with all his admirable 
koꝛces could have given the like blow, and now you knight hath 
found his match. But they amazed at each others ſtrength haring 
again met, beſtowed on themſel ves luch terri le ſtrokes, that their 
armo?2 being rent in many places, were grie voullp wounded, and 
the knight of the Caſtie turning towards his fellow, ſaw he wag 
ſo weak, thꝛough the much blod he had loſt, they greatly pittying 
him, which new courage redoubled his blows on his adverſary, pet 
all his toil little avaited him fo2 Don Bellianis ſe ing this was the 
firſt battel that ever he fought, and grieving that the other knight 
ſhould ſo long withſtand him, having endured thzee hours fight; 
and loſt his ſhield, and feeling himſelf wounded in many places 
tok his ſwo2d with both hands, ſtretched himſelf on his Kfirrops, 
thinking to end the battell with that ſole blow; but the knight 
of the Caſtle being verp circumſpect in fach matters made 
ſhew to awaite him, covering himſelke very well with his 
Shield: And ſecing the blow came right downward on his 
bead, cloſed between his arms, that he could not rike him, 
fave onely with his ſwo2d hilts, which was ſo mightily, that he 
could not fo2 a while fel himſelf : « with the ſtrength thercof the 
\wo2d fell out of his hands, hanging at his arm by a little chain, 
the knight in the cloſing wounded him on the arme with a tb2uft, 
which reſiſted by the armo2, ran between the Harneſs an) his el- 
bow, making him no little wound, and Don Bellianis ſœing him 
fo nigh-tokhimbetwen his arms, and ſpurring his hoꝛſe, hoy- 
ted him very lightly from the ſaddle : the knight likewiſe getting 
hold el him; ſo long ſtrugled together that both came to the ground, 
al moſt one fot hanging in the ſtirrop, and bꝛa vely holding toge⸗ 
ther, ſtrivod to overthzow each ot her, not daring to loſe their 
hold, ſo greatly they feared the overmatched ſkrength of one anc- 
ther: while they were thus in this ſtrife, from ont the thickeſt of 
the wood, they eſpted the number of Thirty Knights, wo four 

ants, 
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Giants, wohd ting the Knight in the Azure Armour in tuch 
danger, all ſpurred againſt Don Bellianis, not regarding the out- 
cries of the impꝛiſoned knight, that ſafd they Chould not hurt 
bim. Bat he had been flatne if they had not feared to arme the 
Kright in the Azure Artnour : who loſing the other, and ſeeing 
his hozſe nigh him (though he were greatly wounded) mounted 
thereon, with ſetting his foot in his ſtirrop, with ſuch agility that 
ho made them all marvel, & as one that had done nothing all that 
day, with a valiant courage, he ruſhed in among thoſe knights, 
and at thze& blows he-flew thꝛee. The P2ince Arſileo at this time 
having withyzaton himſelf to bzeath, ſetng his companion tn ſuch 
danger, not loking to his avterſary,leapt on his hoſe : ſo did the 
two old knights thit with the Pzinceſs came, but all of them 
might little p2evaile againſt the furious multitudes, with the 
knights of the Caſtle alſo, that pꝛepared themſel ves to aid them, 
Mete declareth Friſton, that the twofirſt knights of the Caffle 
were, the Emperoꝛ Don Bellaneo, that had knighted Don Brinael, 
which was he that fought with Arſileo, having armed himſelke 
with Don Gallaneos armo2, and ſetting him on hozſebock (as you 
have heard) meaning to convey himſelf to Conſtantinople, the 
better to paſſe unknown th2ouch his knights, that where they 
aſſailed the P2inces, imagining the Emperoꝛ to be Don Galla- 
neo, and therefoze ſo Furioully aſſautted them as is exp2eſſev, 
But the @mpero2 fearing that Don Gailaneo (having that op⸗ 
poꝛtunity to effect his determination) would diſcover himſelf to 
bis Knights, called tohim one of thoſe men that came from the 
Caſtel, and commanded him with all ſped poſſible to haſt him to 
Conſtantinople, and tell the King of Hungary fn what neceſſity 
he left him, telling him his name, which till that time he had not 
diſco vered to any of the Caſtel. And putting vff his gantlet, gave 
him his Royal ſeale of Armes, which the King verp well knew, 
commanding him he ſhould with all ſped returne, The man 
greatly amazed, tok the Signet, and haſted him to Conſtantino- 
ple, ſtaping nothing by the way, and in ſhoꝛt time arri bed in the 
Tit, which was ſome five leagues diſtant from the Caftle, and 
demandes foꝛ the King of  Hungaries Palace. . It was told him 
that he was in the Emperoꝛs Court, whit her he ſtraigbt wayes 
went and finding him, * him half ſpeechlee _ 
dil⸗ 


— 
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diſmayed told him in has necefity de hav ſoſt the mperour, 
whereat the King greatly amazed took the Ring; and ſaping.no- 
thing to the @mpereſſe, commanded the 2 
was in the Pallate, being above two thouſaud Knights, to be- 
gin to march towards the Caſtle, commanding all the whole 
City to arme it telt, ana ſollow him, which fearing ſome ſadde 
Treaſon to be at hand, raiſed ſo great tumult of arxmoꝛ 
the ſame, that the inhabitants aroſe in an uproare, as it with & 
nemies it had been beſieged. Any lo though the common people, 
knew the pꝛeſent neceſſity required ſp dy haſt, were ſomewhat 
long ere they ſet fozth. And in tbeir way we leave them, till we 
have ſhewen what in the mezne ſeaſon befell the Emperour and 


the Pꝛinces.

The end of the frghe between the Emperour and the Princes, a- 
gainſt Don Gallaueo and his men. | 


S ſoon as the Emperour had. diſpatched the meſſenger to 

1 Conſtantinople he determined to aid the Knights, that main⸗ 
tatned a terrible battel with the Giants, and their Troups being 
moſt crueily wounded, by reaſon of thoſe remozceleſte Fiends, 
the Pꝛince Don Gallaneo, ſœ ing his knights were decei ved, 
with great out-cries unco vering his fate, called to them who when 
they heard his voyce, and ſaw his face ſtreight knew him, greatly 
amazed at ſuch a chance, and leaving the fight againſt the Pꝛin⸗ 
tes, ran to embꝛate him, not knowing the caule why that knight 
Mould be then armed u ith his armour.

as.you- have ſen. The Knights that aimed at no other mark, 
tor ethet fi a Troop, ſet upon the Emperout and Don-Brianel} 
« "Maredon, that was with him. But when Don Bellianig

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and Arſileo heard that he was the @mperour his Father, great- 
- ly grieved, fo} what with him befeil them, and with eager fury, 
they ſet upon thoſe Traiterous Knights, But theſe damned 
Gpants that: came befoze,: the reft oppoſed themſelves: againſt 
them; ſtriking frong and mighty blows. Ana one of them rat: 
ſing aloft a huge tron mace between his bands, ſtruck the Empe⸗ 
rour therewith- that if he had not warded it with bes ſhield, it 
had ſhivered his bead in pieces: yet it reſted not there but del⸗ 
tended on his hoꝛſes neck, ſelling him dead to the ground, with 
bis maſter on his neck. The Emperout fo2 all this Frak him on 
big arms that he thꝛe w them to the earth with the mace between 


m. | 

Now there was the Emperour in great danger of his Life. 
Foz when his hozſe fell, he took one of his legs under him, and 
Don Gallaneo, that had already put on one of the dead Knights 
armour, comming thither at that time with two other Giants all 
the thzee alighted from their hozſes, intending there to ſtrike of 
his head» The Pzince Don Bellianis that ſaw his Father in that 
extreamitp, diſ:nounting in all haſt went to ſuccour him, but ere 
he came, Don Gallaneo,as one whom his death would higbly 
an dantage, wounded him on the head, and the two Gyants with 
their Paces raiſed aloft, with migbty ſtrength diſch irged them on 
bis head; ſo that he fo2 that time not able to dzxaw him from un⸗ 
der his hoꝛſe, with one blow overthzew. Don Gallaneo, cutting 
a ſunder his ſhield and helm, and grievouſly wounded him on 
the head. And being about to avoid thoſe Gyants blotres , 
cou by no means ſhun them, bat both diſcharging their Pelliſh 
. fury on his head made him how to the earth, and ſo ſtaggard him 
that he could fcarce ſtand. And though the ſpacious world, con⸗ 
tajned not his like fo2 admirable ſtrength, pet with ſce ing his 
Father in that caſe, end himſelt ſo handled by ſuch internal mor: 
ſtexs, Aorping in nothing but bloody cruelty, abhczring ali good 
and decent oꝛder cf equall Martiall diſcipline ſo doubled his un⸗ 
daunted courage in himſcif,. ftrok at one of the Giants henne, 
who thinking to defend it by croFing his Sate over his Heime, 
had it cut clean in to, havd: by the bandle, and the Furious 
Sword lighted on the hoſe girts that lap on the Emperont, that 
cutting them au both fives, he gave his Father liberty to _—_

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his leg away, puſhing the hoꝛſe awap from him quicklp, aroſe, 
pet very wearp, and ſe ing how Don Bellianis with one ide. how 
he reached one ok the defozmed Giants with great ſtreugth upon 
his Thigh, he felled him to the ground, and hom with an other 
he maintained a hot fight.

ed his laſt, And ſo he turned with the Empe rour touragiouſſy 
to help their companions, and arrived when their adverſarieg 
were little able to make them longer reſiffance, ſpecially becauſe 
Don Bellianis had flatn the other Giant: At which inſtant arrf- 
ving where he was, ſcarce Ten of them remained with Life; 
which to ſave themlelves Fied into the Woods, - Where- 
upon they alighted. (not minding te purſue them) to bind their 
wounds, : 

But ſcant had the Emperoꝛ time to render due thanks koꝛ their 
great help. much admiring their c xcœ ding valeur, when the reſt 
of Don Gallaneos Knights iſſacd from the thickeſt of the prove, 

who being ad vertiſed of the ſucceſte ot their enterpotze,. and net 
of their loſſe. came in great haft to participate of the gloꝛy they 
ſhould obtain by the Emperours death. | p 
Wefoze them came thoſe ſtcrne and uely Giants, with their 
Lances, ſeeming huge pine Tres, with ſuch tenpeſtuons fury, 
that they had not [eiſare to bind their de p Wounds, : Gꝛeat 
was the ſoꝛrow the Emperour-hereby ſuſtained. ſe&fite the ſtap 
of the King of Hungary, but as neither he noꝛ the other Knights 
could by death ſeeming terrour be Daunted, witha ccuragious 
heart thus he ſaſd, Ndw is the time (b2ave Knights) that yon 
mult ſhew the magnantmity of your in vint ie minds, ſince in 
your ſtrit adventure foztune hath ſo directod vou that the gloꝛy ot 
the lozepaſſed wozthies, by the victozy of this own battel — 
a ertin⸗ 
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extingniched, thouph beten we vield tie Eetbuts ot our Lives 
to all-conquering death, which being naten to all men, ſhould 
leaf be feared : but in the mnipotent powers ot dim, that this 
tirtled untverſe did frame; I dos truſt he will not permit the va⸗ 
lour cf ſuth Knights, in ſuch ſhoꝛt time to periſh; but ſo ſtrength» 
en them, that the perpetuall tame of their ropall aus map remain 
eternized to all facceding ages. Little need we to he encoura⸗ 
ged to faffer the fearfull ſtroke of Meath (replyed Arſileo) foz 
where the perfon ot ſd victoꝛious an Emperour is indangered, ours 
tan be but the leaſt of alt moſt little loſſes, - J thought no lefſe 
Canſwered the Emperour) but J will ſpeak; it, that my ſelte 
imitating your valour, might encouracs my decaping courage by 
your diſcr&@t:reply, by! which ſince J perceive you refted undaunt⸗ 
ed, and animated agatuſt enſutng dangers it behoved us, leſt we 
be ſuddenlgaſtautted and'bverthzowne with their hozſes, which 
greatiy will hazard us, that we take befoze us vou knight that 
lyeth upon ths ground, meaning Don Gallaneo, that very ſozeip 
wotinded;lay/Without his helm, foz theſe that come towards us 
be his men, und fearing to hurt him, will not mol eſt us with their 
hoꝛſes. This will be very good, ſatd Don Bellianis, as alſo that 
one of thoſe knights pe dily conduct thoſe Ladies into the caſtle, 
foꝛ J do moe regard their ſatety, then J eſtem my own life, So 
cffecting all things, they on fot e xpctted the coming ot the Giants 
and Knights, which were above 500 in number who app2oaching, 
were great ip amazed to ſee that laughter of knights and Giants, 
which ik their kni gts that led had not told them of, they would 
not have believed it. Metenpon two of the fo2emoſt Giants, with 
a confin of Don Gallaneo, called Don Galfeo the unknown, 
thinking to over run them with their hoꝛſes, perceived they dee 
fended themſel ves with Don Gallaneo, wherefo:e the commans 
ded all theit knights to alight on fot; which they would by no 
meins do, becauſe thep ſaw coming from the City a great troup 
of knights, which lo ſcott arrived, as had they alighted, with little

death began to ſtrike on everp ive, that unhappy was he on

the utter loſs, 82 laſting liberty of bis Lady ; fearleſs be caſt 
himſelt into the Cave, wherein be ſcarce bad ſet his ft, bat 
be thought he deſcended into the moſt loweſt Center of the 
Earth; ſometimes irtking his Bead, ſometimes bis Feat a- 
gainſt the ſides thereof, that he was ſo bzatſed, he felt not him-
